SOME FEALURES OF THE SEED 
TRADE, 

In several respects the seed market 
presents some interesting features at 
the present time, Since the karvest- 
ing of the 1893 crops, and the recep- 
tion of definite intelligence regarding 
the outturn of the leading seeds, sev- 
eral of the staples have assumed par- 
tioular prominence eitber as a result 
of high prices based on a scarcity of 
supplies or a weakness flowing from 
abundant production. The former 
status is specially applicable to those 
seeds which are derived from Euro- 
pean sources, Throughout the past 
summer and spring when the cultiva- 
tion of these articles wa3 in progress, 
the conditions essential to a vigorous 
development of plant life were ©x- 
tremely unfavorable to most of the 
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seed crops and in consequence of very 
warm and dry weather, many of them 
sustained irreparable Injury. One of 
the prominert seed crops that has 
fallen far below the average and dis- 
appolnted all expectations is that of 
celery. When the late production 
was gathered it was found to be so 
far below the annual requirements as 
to occasion anxiety among the princi- 
pal consumers. Estimates of the 
yield vary, some authorities plac- 
ing the entire quantity at not 
more than four hundred bales, 
while no one pretends to claim 
that itis much tin excess of that fig- 
ure. Under this state of facts it is 
easy to understand the reason for the 
rapid advance which the market has 
recently experienced. As early as 
June last the upward movement set 
in, when the prospects for a decreased 
output became known, It was not, 
however, until about three weeks ago 
that active competition arose among 
local buyers to secure control of the 
spot stocks, Finding the market 
poorly supplied and holders unwilling 
to part with goods except very spar- 
ingly, operators in celery seed turned 
to Europe f°r relief, but the situation 
there, being already very strong, wag 
still further stiffened by the demand 
from Amrrica and owners of seed on 
the other side were as reluctant as 
those here to make free offerings. 
Orders cabled to Hamburg and other 
ports were either rejected or their 
execution delayed, and meanwhile 
values rose rapidly in both hemis- 
pheres. The market quotations thie 
week indicate an absorbing interest 
in this article and that quotations wil} 
reach a more advanced position than 
that row occupied would seem to be 
a foregone conclusion. 

Coriander seed is another commod- 
ity that affords a striking illustra- 
tion of the effects of the European 
drought. While it has not dis- 
played the active tendency noted 
in celery seed, the market has 
been gradually hardening for several: 
weeks and it is probably due solely 
to the fact that large parcels are not 
accessible, that buyers have notshown 
their real inclination in the matter of 
bidding. The wants of the trade are 
and have been pronounced, and or 
the small transactions of the past 
month the prices realized gradually 
appreciated. Practically the same 
causes have operated to sustain val- 
uesin this article as those domiuat- 
ing the market for celery seed, and 
there seems to be no probability that 
the near future will bring a lower 
range of quotations. 

Oanary seed is one of the foreign 
products that remain cheap, both tp 
Europe and this country. In feet 
the New York market is said to be 
the cheapest in the wor'd at the pres- 
ent time, as it has been during the 
greater part of this year. This was 
clearly exemplified not long ago, 
when a considerable quantity was 
taken up for export when the Conti- 
nental markets were temporarily high 
enough to make the venture profita- 
ble. Now, however, the situa lop 
abroad ia depressed, and this has re- 
sulted not so much from an overpro- 
duction in Turkey and Italy as from 
the extensive harvests in Morocso. 
From the latter country the supply is 
increasing annually and this year 
these reinforcements have more than 
offset any shortage occurring in 
the cropelsewhere. With large hold- 
ings everywhere and no unusual 

outlet for goods, we may rea- 
sonably look forward toa continuance 
of inviting prices. 

The new crop of California mustard 
seed is just now reaching the market, 
but ag customary, the consuming de- 
mand has subsided before the arrival 
of fresh supplies. The present crop, 
therefore, will go into trade channels 
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which the McDonald and Sistersville 
flelds are the more prominent ex- 
amples, 

In the Fennsylvania fields 160 wells 
were completed during the month of 
October, which is a decrease of thirty 
as compared with the number com- 
pleted during September, ‘fhe pro- 
duction of these wells at the close of 
the month was 4,596 barrels, showing 
& decrease of 2,044 barrels. The aver- 
age production of the October wells 
was thirty and five-eighths barrels, 
while that of the September wells was 
thirty-six and seven-eights barrels, a 
decrease of six and one quarter bar- 
rels in the average daily production. 


The number of failures recorded in 
October was thirty-one. At the close 


of the month there were 219 wells 
drilling, which is a decrease of nine, 
The number of rigs in course of erec. 
tion was 110, being an increase of 
twenty and making the net increase 
in new work under way eleven wells. 

In the Ohio flelds 120 wells were 
completed during October, which is a 


That a serious break in prices has 
been effected is evidenced by the sale, 
lately made, in which eleven thou- 
sand pounds of new Arctic bone 
changed hands on the basis of two 
dollars per pound. This is the lowest 
price realized by dealers for their 
holdings since the year 1882, The 
reason advanced to account for this 
decline is the financial distress of the 
summer, when currency was difficult 
to obtain and obligations hard to 
meet, The policy then adopted by 
buyers to adhere closely to actual re- 
quirements, which, being strictly 
carried out, caused dullness. The 
necessity for converting supplies into 
cash suddenly confronting holders, 
made forced sales imperative, and 
this necessity resulted in the prices 
lately pablished as representing mar- 
ket values. The last of these was at 
three dollars lower than those ob- 
tained at the opening of the season. 


That the news of a large catch of 
whales has been a factor in lowering 
prices is not denied, but it is thought 


to meet the requirements during the 
coming twelve months. It is known 
that the yield was large, and, as we 
predicted several months ago, present 
values reflect an easier tendency. 
The mustard seed indnstry of Oalifor- 
nia is assuming important propor- 
tions, the quality of the goods being 
excellent, and itis a significant fact 
that certain varieties of imported 
mustard seed are gradually being dis- 
placed in this market by the same va- 
rieties propagated in Oalifornia. Of 
the new crop heavy shipments of both 
yellow and brown have been engaged 
or are being negotiated for on Euro- 
pean acoount and during the next 
few months the movement on pre- 
existing contracts will doubtless be 
spirited. As to the future of quota- 
tion, the trade does not express uni- 
form ideas, but in view of the report- 
ed large yield this year the advantage 
should be with the buyer.

The 
mill is now buying sunflowers and 
proposes to make sunflower paper a 
specialty. This may be expected to 
stimulate the cultivation of this plant 
and sunflower seed oil may be pro- 
duced in quantities sufficient to make 
it an important article of commerce, 

The inhabitants of Elizabethpol and 
Baku derive considerable benefit 
from licorice,which grows wild, needs 
no cultivation, and multiplies sponta- 
neously. In 1878 two Greeks turned 
their attention to the large quantitie 
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of licorice in Caucasia; in 1886 they 
erected a large factory for drying and 
pressing the licorice, which they an- 
nually export to America. The re- 
munerative trade soon attracted oth- 
ers, and to-day there exist four prom- 
inent commercial houses which carry 
on & wholesale trade in Ilvorice. An- 
nually there are produced about 108,- 
339,000 pounds of raw licorice, which, 
after drying, yields 36,113,000 pounds 
of marketable merchandise, For raw 
licorice the factories pay on the aver- 
age 11 cents per 100 pounds,

The British —— ames Brand 
left Philadelphia for Blaye, France, 
last week with one of the largest 
cargoes of petroleum in buik ever 
carried on any vessel of the merchant 
marine. The cargo, which was loaded 
at Marcus Hook, consisted of 1,590,600 
gallons of the crude product, The 
Brand is the first transatlantic vessel 
to burn oil for motive power. 


OBITUARY. 








WILLIAM L. VENNARD.. 


On Saturday, October 28, 1893, the 
subject of this sketch passed peace- 
fully away at his residence in this 
city. Wiliiam Lawrence Vennard 
was born in Portsmouth, N. H., fifty- 
one years ago, and it was there he 
received his education and early bus- 
iness training. After leaving school, 
he secured a position in 1860, with J. 
H. Thacher, a retail druggist of 
prominence in his native place and 
almost immediately evinced that 
high order of ability which character- 
ized his entire career. His prudence 
and superior management were so 
conspicuous that when his employer, 
on the we out of hostilities in 
1861, determined to go to the front in 
defense of the Union, he unhesi- 
tatingly relinguished the control of 
his business affairs to young Ven-. 
nard. Perceiving that his talents 
demanded a wider field for develop 
ment than was afforded at Ports 
mouth, the friends of Mr. Vennard 
interested themseives in his behalf 
with the result that in 1863 he ob- 
tained employment with McKesson & 
Robbins aud came to new York. His 
position at first was a subordinate 
one in the general office of the firm, 
but it was svon discovered that his 
services in a more responsible station 
would be advantageous to the house. 
Accordingly, in 1864, he was assigned 
to duty in the druggists’ sundries 
department. for which line of work 
he displayed extradordinary adapt- 
ability. He progressed rapidly in 
mastering all the intricacies of the 
business and rose steadily in the es- 
teem of the firm. Suzsh was their 
cuntidence in his efficiency and good 
judgment that in 1866, he was placed 
in fuil charge of the department, and 
the following year was sent abroad to 
make selections of goods. This mis- 
sion he performed with signal suc- 
cess, and on his return home, he ap- 
plied himself assiduously to build- 
ing up a trade in fancy goods 
and sundries and _ eventuaily 
brought his department to its 
present state of completeness. As 
a buyer in his special line, Mr. Ven- 
nard e: joyed an extensive and envi- 
able reputation throughout this coun- 
try and Europe. In addition to the 
regular stock, Mr. Vennard intro- 
duced the manufacture of perfumes, 
which grew to be an important feat- 
ure of the business, By these meth- 
ods of industry, vt io and perse- 
verance, Mr. Vennard became invalu 
able to the house and on December 
lst, 1885, he was admitted to partner- 
ship in the firm of McKesson & Rob- 
bins. For some time preceding his 
demise, he exercised only a supervis- 
ory control over the department, hav- 
ing abuundoned into other hands, the 
detail work. The death of Mr. Ven- 
nard was vot unexpected as he has 
been in impaired health for quite a 
while. Atthe time of his death, the 
deceased was the Vice-President of 
the New York College of Pharmacy, 
and one of the directors of the Bow- 
ery Bank. He was also a member of 
the Ohamber of Commerce, the Union 
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League £Club, and the Merchants’ | feeling between those who manufac- 


Down-Town Club. When his death 
became known, Mr. Andrew B. Rog- 
ers, Jr., Chairman of the Drug Trade 
Section, appointed the following mem 
bers to attend the funeral as a mark 
of respect, viz: Messrs. Bowles Col- 
gate, Theodore Ricksecker, Sturges 
Uoffin, Frank E. Dodge, Thos. F. 
Main, Fred. G. Meyer, E. M. Weed, 
Henry Dalley, Jr..and B. T. Fair- 
child. The remains were conveyed 
from his iate residence, No. 156 West 
74th street, to the South Reformed 
Church, 38th street and Madison ave- 
nue, where the funeral services were 
performed at 1 o’clock, pv. M., October 
3ist, in the presence of a large num- 
ber of the drug tiade and other 
friends. The College of Pharmacy 
was represented by the following com- 
mittee, viz: W. M. Massey, F.J. Mac- 
mahan,H. W. Atwood, J, N. Hege- 
man, 8, J. Bendiner and Dr. Ohas, 
Rice. The interment took place at 
Greenwood Oemetery. In 1873 Mr. 
Vennard was married to Miss Geor- 
gine McKesson, daughter of the late 
ohn McKesson, sr. His wile, 
mother and three sisters survive him.

Present suggestion in regard to the 
manper in which the membership in 
the National Paint, Oil and Varnish 
Association is made up was suggested 
by the writer and adopted one year 
ago. Article II of the constitution as 
adopted last November at the New 
York convention read as follows: 


MEMBERSHIP, 


Membership in this Association shall 
be of three kinds: 

Section 1. Club Member’. Any 
club or organization whose members 
are engaged in the paint, oil and var- 
nish business or kindred interests, 
may become a member of this asso- 
ciation, upon subscribing to the con- 
stitution and by laws and payment of 
the annual dues, 

Sec. 2. Individual Members, Any 
individual engaged in the paint, oil 
and varnish business or kindred in- 
terests, may become a member of thie 
Association, upon subscribing to the 
Constitution aud By-Laws and pay- 
ment of the annual dees. 

Sec. 3. Honorary Members. Any 
firm or individual, whether connected 
or not with the interests represented 
in this association, who has rendered 
distinguished services to the associa- 
tion or the interests represented in it, 
may, upon nomination by the board 
of control, be elected an honarary 
member. by a@ two-thirds vote of all 
the members present at any regular 
meeting of the association. 

You will see that section II provides 
for the membership of those inter 
ested who do not belong to paint clubs 
or who may -not be delegates. Very 
likely it would be a valuable thing if 
you were to print this letter in your 
next issue and call the attention of 
the trade generally to the privileges 
extended in regard to membership. 

Your remark in regard to the diver 
sity of intetests represented in the 
membership of this organization is 
true, It is proper, however, to note in 
this connection that the N, P.,O. & V. 
A. was originally formed as a con- 
vention of delegates from paint clubs 
and not simply of members of the 
different trades interest d as is the 
case in other trade organizations. It 
is also proper to remark that a large 
influentiai and interested element in 
the association as at present composed 
isthe jobbing trade, whom you will 
notice are equally interested in paint, 
oil, varnishes, etc. Under the plan 
suggested in your editorial where 
would this element beiong? I ven 
ture to say as my personal opinion 
and not as intended to reflect orinflu- 
ence that of others that the first sen- 
tence of the Constitution as quoted in 
your paragraph explains the proper 
function of the N. P.,O. & V. A. as 
at present constituted, viz: That it 
was create! aud exists ‘in order to 
create a permanent social feeling be- 
tween the manufacturers and dealers 
in paints, etc.”’ This latter suggests 
to you at once that its object is not to 
form an association of white lead 
manufacturers or one of paint manu- 
facturers, or of ary color makers, or 
one of varnish makers, or one of oil 
producers for the transaction of busi- 
ness wholly belonging to those spe- 
cial trades, but to take up and exert 
an influence in matters which will 
help to foster this desirable social 





ture, and those who deal in these vari- 
ous products, and to correct abuses 
and to exert the influence of the asso- 
ciation against bad customs and un- 
sound business pouicy.

According to the quotations from 
the by laws above there would ap- 
pear to have been an error in our 
statement, but the extracts do not 
fully present the case. Article IV., 
section 5, provides that “Individual 
members coming from cities which 
are represented by a club or organiza 
tion shail have the privilege of the 
floor, but without a vote.”’ Section 2 
of article III provides that ‘‘each in- 
dividual member shall pay as annual 
dues the sum of $5.”” The only differ- 
ence, then, between the “individual” 
member and the honorary member is 
that the former has the privilege of 
contributing $5 per year. Both the “‘in- 
dividual” members and the honorary 
members are given “‘ the privilege of 
the floor.’’ An exception is made in 
favor of “individual”? members from 
cities where ‘‘there is no club or or- 
ganization that isa member of this 
ass ciation,” and such only are eligi- 
ble to full membership. It will be 
seen that our statement was in the 
main correct.’ For the purpose of the 
article it was not necessary to go into 
these details of the various grades of 
membership, as they do not alter the 
fact that a very large proportion of 
the firms are at present ineligible 
to full membership. The query re- 
lating to the jobbers is pertinent, 
but that is a matter of detail 
for the association to adjust, but 
possibly a general meeting could be 
in progress while the several sections 
held their meetings separately, or the 
sections could assemble a day sooner. 
The original intent was, doubtless, as 
President Lawrence states, but the 
association has grown and the mem- 
bers, many of the n, feel that the bus 
iness interests are paramount to those 
of a purely social character. The fact 
is, that the association is made up of 
these various interests, and in order 
to keep them all in the National Asso- 
ciation their several interests should 
receive the consideration they de- 
mand.]—Ed. O., P, & D. RB.

Mr. Platt was one of the early set- 
tlers of St. Louis,coming here in 1844. 
He first embarked in the business of 
pharmacy from which he advanced to 
the dealing in drugs, oils and paints, 
wherein he attained eminent success. 
He gradually made paints and paint- 
ers’ supplies a specialty, and in about 
1860 associated with hiraseif Mr. Rob- 
ert Thornburg, under the firm nane 
of Platt & Thornburg, which later 
became the corporation now known 
as the Piatt & Thornburg Paint & 
Glass Company. 

In 1861, vith others, he established 
the co-partnership of Platt. Thorn- 
burg & Oompany, for manufacturing 
white lead and colors in this vicinity 
which co-partnership was afterwards 
incorporated as the Southern White 
Lead Company, of which he contin- 
ued to be a director and its vice pres- 
ident. Mr. Piatt also took an active 
interest in the Orystal Plate Glass 
Company as one of ita directors, and 
was one of the founders and contin- 
ued to bea director in the Franklin 
Bank at the time of hisdeath. He 
was a man of great public spirit and 
always manifested much pride and 
interest in the history and progress 
of St. Louis as acity. His reputation 
as a business man was founded on 
high moral and business principles, 
and his success furnishes a forcible 
illustration by steady adherence to

In 
this process the article is produced in 
some instances nearly white in color, 
and in others gray; the trade desig- 
nations are white, good gray and 
gray. They do not differ in value 
when containing the same amount of 
ammonia, which is the conatituent of 
value affecting the price. Said mer- 
chandise is sulphate of ammonia of a 
superior grade, suitable for usein the 
production of aqua ammonia, anhy- 
drous ammonia, alum, etc. 

8. Large quantities of sulphate of 
ammonia are produced by bone coal 
manufacturers from bone liquor, and 
their product, which has a strong 
odor, is unfit for the manufacture of 
aqua ammonia, and is used in the 
manufacture of fertilizers. 

4, Sulphate of ammonia like that 
under consideration is extensively 
used in the manufacture of aqua am- 
monia, which is in general use for 
very many purposes, in domestic

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA — FERTILIZERS, 


In the matter of the protest of Geo. 
E. Bartol & Oo., Ltd., against the de- 
cision of the collector of customs at 
Baltimore, Md., as to the rate and 
amount of duties chargeable on cer- 
tain sulphate of ammonia, ome pap me 
is the 
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economy, in medicine, and in the 
arts, in the manufacture of alum, and 
in the manufacture of anhydrous 
ammonia, which is largely used in 
ice freezing machines and for re- 
frigerating purposes in cold storage 
establishment and in breweries; also 
as a material in the production of ex 
plosives and chemicals, In addition 
to the uses aforesaid, sulphate of am 
monia is used in the production of 
artificial manures and fertilizers, and 
the sulphate of ammonia covered by 
this protest was imported for that 
purpose and so used, It may be ap 
plied directly tothe soil as a forcing 
manure or fertilizer. although prac 
tically and economieally it is not so 
used, but is mechanically mixed and 
combined with other substances 
which furnish phosphoric acid and 
potash, and thereby a manure or fer- 
tilizer is produced containing in com: 
bination all the chemical elements 
necessary for perfecting plant 
growth, 

5. We are unable to find whether 
sulphate of ammonia is used more 
largely in the manufacture of fertil- 
izing compounds than for all the 
other purposes mentioned, but are 
inclined to the opinion that the quan- 
tity so used is about equal to that 
used for all other purposes. 

Sulphate of ammonia is by name 
specifically provided for in paragraph 
1 T., without limitation or qual- 
ification. In order that sulphuric 
acid provided for in paragraph 36 
might be admitted free when used in 
manufacturing artificial manures. 
Congress specially and denomina- 
tively provided forin paragraph 728, 
this being done, perhaps, because of 
the second legal proposition con- 
tained at the end of the decision of 
the Supreme Court in Arthur v. 
Lahey, 96 U.8.. 118, 

For the free entryo f numerous sub. 
stances which are used as manures 
or fertilizers Congress has made ex- 
press provision by enumeration in 
the free list. In paragraph 600 a dis 
tinct class of fertilizers appears to 
have been provided for. The guano 
mentioned in paragraph 600 (repro- 
duced from former tariffs) is doubt- 
less excrementitious matter, such as 
was formerly imported from the 
Peruvian Ciocha Islands, a sub- 
stance which can be applied directly 
to the soilas a natual manure; and 
adopting as the test of classification 
the rule of construction that where 
one or more articles of a class are 
mentioned by name in a paragraph, 


followed by a more general designa- 


tion of other articles, it is to be aa. 
sumed that the other articles are 


ejusdem generis with those men- 
tioned by name, it would be sup- 
posed that the word ‘‘manure”’ would 
relate to barn or stable manure, aud 
the more general term, “all sub- 
stances expressly used for manure,”’ 
would cover substances which in con- 
dition as imported are adapted and 
fitto be applied without manipula- 
tion directly to the soil, as guano and 
other natural manures are, 

Chemicals are not similar to the 
natural manures mentioned in para 
graph 600, for they are not, in their 
condition as imported, applied di- 
rectly to the soil, but are combined 
with other substances to produce 
matter suitable for a complete plant 
food like natural manures. The most 
apposite definition of the word ‘‘ex- 
pressly” to be found in all the dic 
tionaries is ‘‘in a direct manner,” and 
if this meaning is adopted an harmo- 
nious construction of the language of 
paragraph 600 is at once arrived at. 

Unconstrained by judicial de 
cisions we would adopt this con- 
struction, but the very language of 
paragraph 600 as contained in a 
former tariff has been construed by 
the courts in adifferent manner. In 
the case of Heller v. Magone, 38 Fed. 
Rep., 908, the United States circuit 
court at New York held, concerning 
sulphate of potash, that although de- 
nominatively provided for in para- 
graph 70, of the dutiable list yet if 
imported to be used in the manufac 
ture of fertilizers, paragraph 506 (now 
600) i3 more specific than para- 
graph 70 as differentiating the por 
tion expressly used for manure, and 
the United States circuit court at 
Philadelphia, in the case of Schultz v. 
Oadwalader, 43 Fed. Rep., 290, 
adopted the same views, 

The decisions of the courts upon a 
question of law, not of fact, stand un- 
reversed, and are _ authoritative. 
Upon our findings of fact, applying 
the law as intepreted by the courts in 
the cases cited, the protest must be 
sustained, 





A Drop in Whalebone. 


The New Bedford Standard says: 
“It may not be generally known, but 
itisa fact that the last two sales of 
Arctic whalebone were made at $2.50 
per pound. 

“That is comeing ofa drop from 
the high prices obtained early in the 
year. This is due to the large quan- 
tity of bone taken by the Arctic whal- 
ing fleet, and it is predicted that 
prices will be even lower before Jan-

diminished that bone sold as high as 
$7 per pound. The small number of 
bow heads taken boomed the price, 
At such times as those substitutes in 
the form of steel, bone and celluloid 
are adopted, but as yet no substitute 
has been discovered which can take 
the place of whalebone. 

“Another fact in this connection is 
that the Pacific Whaling Company of 
San Francisco controls the greater 
part of the bone taken in northern 
waters, Itis a matter of fact that 
the agents of whaling vessels on the 
Pacitic coast consign their bone to 
the New York agent of the Pacific 
Whaling Oompany, but the New 
Bedford merchants engaged in the 
business do not, and it is said will 
not, as they prefer to ‘do their own 
business. However, in the nfatter of 
prices there is no doubt but the syn- 
dicate, as the San Francisco com- 
panies are called, makes the figure, 
which as before stated, is regulated 
by the season’s catch. Last year the 
Pacific Whaling Company, or, to be 
more accurate, the ships fitted out 
with San Francisco money, secured 
70 per cent. of the bone taken in the 
Arctic ocean. leaving the remainder, 
or 30 percent, to be distributed among 
five ship agents in this city who con 
tinue in the business, while this year 
the San Francisco merchants will 
hold a greater percentage, judgin 
from Arctic reports thus far received. 
“At the present time there [are 280,000 
lbs, of whalebone in this country.”’

In reviewing the general market 
for oils we find few features that 
differ essentially from those of last 
week. The animal and fish oils show 
little activity, in fact no movement is 
reported other than that necessary for 
consumptive requirements. Lard oil 
continues to display considerable 
strength although the demand in 
progress aggregates little volume. 
The mineral oils continue dull and 
unchanged, 


Vegetable Oils. 


Linseed.—The market is without a 
single interesting ‘feature since our 
last report. Buyers as a rule con- 
tinue the hand to mouth policy of 
purchasing only such lots as current 
wants require, Orushers are indif- 
ferent sellers, even at 40c, in the pres- 
ent condition of the seed market. 
Outside lots of Western oil are still 
procurable in a jotbing way at 38c, 
at which only a moderate business is 
reported. 

Cottonseed. — While the reports 
from the south are more or less con- 
flicting as regards the price for prime 
crude oil are easily explained when 
the situation is thoroughly under- 
stood. It seems that for large lots 
for shipment to the west, 31@33c; 
loose has been paid according to the 
location of the mills and the 
rates of freight demanded. For 
smaller lots, sellers have to be 
content with lower prices for the 
reason assigned that the offers 
for larger lots come from West- 
ern buyers who do not care to bid on 
these small lots. Oonsequently these 
small lots have to seek an outlet in 
this section, where lower prices have 
to be accepted. At the moment the 
demand for “tank oil’ in this section 
is slack, but at the same time the de- 
mand for spot vil in a jobbing 
way is good and 37c has. been 
paid for prime crude. ‘There are 
liberal offers of prime summer yellow 
for later shipment from the mills on 
the basis of 41c. but buyers are not 
disposed to pay over 40c, though the 
stock of prime summer yellow on the 
spot is practically exhausted. At the 
close more disposition was shown on 
the part of some traders to depress 
prices for future delivery by mak- 
ing low bids resulting in one lot 
Texas crude being sold at 31c loose at 
mills. 
dent wires as follows; Crude market 
weak and declining, 29c loose bid, 
31@32c asked. Oake and meal un- 
changed. Seed arriving slowly even 
at present high prices. Seed receipts 
will fall short of last season.”’’ 
There is more inquiry for export 
but at the moment price bid 
is much below the views of sellers.

Ohoice grades of 
summer white oil readily bring 46c, 
but ordinary grades are rather hard 
to sell at 44c. Considerable has been 
done in soap stock, the sales aggre.

While trading has been slow 
the volume of business transacted for 
the week considering the general 
dullness which has prevailed through- 
out the country in the agffregate, 
make a fair showing.

The demand 
has been of a retail character, but 
this limited demand has found stocks 
very light, hence full prices have 
been obtained for spot goods and 
rime crude has sold at 36@37c, the 
atter price having been paid to day, 
The feature of the market is the ab- 
sence of supply and the continued 
strong lard market, which makes it 
probable that there will be a good 
demand for good oils from lard re- 
finers. The European demand is very 
limited and bids are only obtainable 
on off oils at low figures from that 
quarter, prices that do not admitof 
business. Theinquiry for butter oil 
for export is still small. The pros- 
pect ofan increase in supplies of oil 
here in the immediat> future is 
not very bright and any demand re- 
quiring a c nsiderable amount of oil 
would change the aspect of our mar- 
ket very decidedly. We think now 
that the Silver Bill ig repealed that 
business generally will gradually 
resume its ordinary course with the 
probability that the small stocks of 
oil amees congumers as well at this 
point will impart a steady tone at 
least to our market until arrivals of 
oil are sufficiently large to give us 
some accumulations.”’

Satugpay Noon, Nov. 4, 1898. 
The principal feature of interest 

during the past week has been the 
upward movement in prices in face of 
the fact that trading has been practic- 
ally at a standstill. The monthly 
field report is credited with exerting 
@ bullish influence, but the advance 
has been small when the strong 
features of the report are considered. 
A synopsis of the report. with the 
usual statistics and comparisons will 
be found below and editorial comment 
thereon on the appropriate page. The 
shrinkage shown in new production 
is the bull factor and this is an im- 
portant one. As the season of the 
year is now at hand when field opera- 
tions are adversely affected by weather 
conditions, no important increase is 
expected, while some contend that the 
decrease shown in new production can 
scarcely be recovered during the en- 
suing six months. The close of the 
month deveioped no change in the re- 
lative amounts of runs and de- 
liveries and the estimate of prob- 
able shrinkage in stocks made 
last week still holds good. 
The transactions during the past 
week show an increase over those of 
the previous week, the sales footing 
up 48,000 bbis against 6,000 bbls for 
the preceding week. The clearances 
of the local exchange amounted to 
28,000 bbls ainst 72,000 bbls dur- 
ing the p ing week. The total 
clearances reported for the Oil City ex- 
change amounted to 60,000 bbis, 
against 264,000 bbls for ponies 
week. The highest price of the wee 
was recorded on Saturday, when 73%c 
was reached, The lowest point of 
the week was 72c, and wastouched 
on Monday. The opening price last 
Monday was 72¢, and the close this 
noon was at73%0, showing a gain of 
1c as aresult of the week’s trading, 
while the extreme range of fluctua- 
tions for the week was 1%c, The 
range during the corresponding week 
last year was 60@52%c.

The demand for refined in barrels 
for export has continued steadily 
throughout the week, but the amount 
engaged has not been unusually 
large.

FIELD REPORT. 


From the monthly report of field 
operations compiled by the scouts of 
the Oil Oith Derrick we make the fol- 
lowing extracts: The rich streak 
leading to the southwest from Man 
nington seems to be approaching 
the end. Sistersville has been more 
completely defloed and all the work 
under way is within defined limits. 
The same is true of McDonald and 
there is hardly a drilling well in the 
Southwest whose location guaran- 
tees anything beyond the ordinary in 
the way of production. The large 
wells discovered at Mannington in 
August have found n© counterparts, 
either in the September or October 
reports. Sistersville is 1,500 bbls. be 
hind her September figures and 
McDonald more than 300. Venango 
and Clarion show a small revival of 
activity the past month, especially in 
the direction of rig building, but 
the general _listlessness that 
has characterized the upper fields so 
long remains undisturbed. A drill 
ing well is getting to be a very rare 
sightin the Bradford and Alleghany 
fields, and in many parts they are en- 
tirely unkown, Little of interest is 
taking place in the middle fleld, and 
about the only portion that presents 
any attraction for operators is the 
small territory south of the Cooper 
tract in the vicinity of Watsons’ on the 
P.&W.R.R. Butler and Armstrong pre- 
cent some signs of increased activit 
in the line of rig building. The ad- 
vance in the market has had some 
effect in starting up a few wells and 
has caused some anxious inquiries in 
regard to territory. This section 
completed 25 wells in October with 
$20 barrels production; seven of the 
number were either dry holes or gas 
weils. October’s production was 219 
barrels less than September’s, but 
there were seven fewer new wells this 
month than last. 

In southeastern Ohio, twelve wells 
were completed at Corning and three 
at Macksburg. The new produ tion 
of the former was 194 and of the latter 
40 barrels. Each district had two dry 
holes. A decline in the amount of 
new production in October was not 
confined alone to the Pennsylvania 
oil fields. A similar state of 
affairs is recorded for the 
Lima oil fields of northwestern 
Ohio and Indiania. In the Trenton 
rock flelds of Ohio, 120 wells were com- 
pleted in October, including 18 dry 
holes and the new production was 
4,413 bbls. 

In Indiana 71 wells were finished in 
October, with 3,442 barrels production, 
14 of the wells were dry. This repre 
sents an increase of 12 wells, a decline 
of 833 barrels production, and an in- 
crease f 2 dry holes, The work un- 
der way consisted of 25 rigsand 60 
drilling wells at the close of Oetober, 

Following is a tabulated summary of work 
eompleted, begun and in process in the 
Pennsylvania oil flelds during the month of 
October, with comparisone:

In many oil boiling establishments 
in Europe and in several in the Uni- 
ted States the precipitated manganese 
is agaip used, with the addition of 
frech material and without exposure 
to the atmosphere. It is well known 
that after having passed the boiling 
process it still contains a proportion 
of oxygen which is further utilized 
in cor junetion with the new material, 
as has already been stated . 

The writer has frequently made a 
drier in the following proportions for 
fire boiled oil with satisfactory re- 
sults. 

Abcut 80 gallons of clear raw oil is 
poured into the drier cauldron and 
gradually heated. Wher the first 
froth or effer vescence subsides thefol 
lowing ingredients are slowly added, 
20 pounds of manganese, 4 pounds of 
red lead and 2 pounds of sulphate of 
zinc. This is boiled for the space of 
3% or 4 hours, or until the whoie shall 
have assumed a sirupy condition. 
Gre .t care is required to guard against 
the mixture boiling over, in the event 
of which, disasirous results will ensue. 

There is great danger attached to 
drier making, and unremitting care is 
needed to establish a uniform heat 
during the entire process, and a close 
watch kept on the action of the con- 
tents of the boiling pot. 

The mass must be constantly agita. 
ted by two attendants provided with 
paddies which alternately sweep 
around the bottom and sides of the 
pot, thus distributing the heat more 
uniformly and rendering the admix 
ture and assimilation of the chemicals 
with the oil more perfect. The fire is 
now withdrawn and the drier ready 
for use — to the grade of 
oil required. 

We now proceed to use tne pre 
cipitated manganese, when the follow- 
ing course is persued. After having 
emptied the kettle of its contents in 
the matter of drier, whichis conveyed 
to @ proper receptacle for future use, 
the precipated manganese, with the 
lead and other chemical and sooty 
matter is not removed, and 80 gallons 
of new oil is added thereto, which in 
cor junction with the following. pro 
portion cf new driers and operated 
exactly similar to the one described is 
repeated. Ten pounds of new man- 
ganese, 2 pounds of red lead and 1 
pound of sulphate of zine gradually 
added will make as serviceable a 
drier boiled with the residue 
of the first process as the 
latter, under similar conditions. An- 
other combination of driers which has 
proved satisfactory in turning out an 
oil suitable for all practical work is 
made as follows: ': wenty-four gal- 
lons of the crude oii is placed in the 
drier pot and heat slowly applied, 
when 30 pounds of manganese, 5 

ourds of sugar of lead (or acetate of 

ead) 3 pounds of borax and about 2 
pounds of sulphate of zino, are slowly 
added, the whole being in a state of 
commotion the while. The same pre- 
cautionary measures are necessary as 
in the previous operation, two attend- 
ants being required to be paddlin 
the mixture without exertion unti 
the process is completed. The three 
latter ingredients must be added in 
small quantities so that the whole 
will be thoroughly mixed, the agita- 
tion being kept up until the drier is 
made, and for the space of one-haif an 
hour after the fire is withdrawn when 
cooling sets in, 

In addition to the above, a few gal- 
lons of rew oil poured iv from time to 
time, especially if the mass at any 
stage cf the process attempts to swell 
or rise. This has the effect of caus- 
ing it to subside at once, and should 
be used in the proportion necessary 
to bring the mixture to the consist- 
ency of thick molasses, 

When a drier pot is emptied it 
should be thoroughly scraped and 
cleaned, the sides and the bottom es- 
pecially, shall be divested of any me- 
tallic scaling adhering to it. 

Boiling oil by the uid of this drier 
is usually carried on as follows: The 
full amount of drier made by the last 
decribed method would be sufficient 
for ordinary purposes, to be added to, 
from 1,200 to 1,500 gallons of oil. The 
quantity of drier made at a single 
operation, or the amount of oil boiled 
varies in proportion to the capacity 
and number of the pots used. 

In the cace of the latter a row of 
pots of boiling oil can be properly at- 
tended to by two persons, which 
would be impossible in the case of 
drier making, ; 

From 1,000 to 3,000 gallons of oil is 
boiled at one time. 

The usual course of proeedure con- 
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sists in first starting the fires after 
the oil has been placed in the pots 
and slowly heated. When the tem- 
perature has reached that point that 
when the finger is placed in the oil it 
becomes painful, the drier is slowly 
pouredin. The oil is then frequently 
stirred by the attendante until the 
process is completed. In some large 
concerns a driving or agitating gear 
is operated by a separate engine, as 
in the case of steam boiled oil, The 
revolving motion of the vertical shaft 
running down the center of the kettle 
with the extended arms attached, 
works well,and much more uniformly 
than when the agitation is depend- 
ent on the muscles of the attendents, 
The entire mass is thorougly mixed; 
the revolutions of the agitators 
should not exceed four or fourand one 
half per minute.

The 
capacity of the boiling pots vary from 
200 to 1,000 gallons and sometimes 
even a larger vessel is used. 

In formation they should be 
about the same depth = and 
breadth, As the heat setrikes the 
bottom of the pot with more or less 
intensity the metal will contract or 
expand if the temperature is changed 
rapidly, thus causing cracks, and ren- 
dering the pot untitted for further 
work. 

For a slight additional cost extra 
thick bottoms can be made when 
casting, and with ordinary care will 
last with regular use for many years.

FOREIGN BUSINESS AND TANK STEAMER, — 
The exp rts of oil, cake and other products to Europe have been such for 
several years a3 to require the services of a ‘resident representative abroad to 
care for the interests of this organization in its varied business relations with 
its customers in the United Kingdom, Scandinavia, Netherlands, Germany, 
France, Italy and other countries. The increase of this trade prompted a 
careful study of the best methods for its further development. New Orlean 
was selected as the principal port of shipment, because it is nearer thana 
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others to our largest manufactories of the choice quality of products required 
in the foreign trade, Rotterdam was chosen as the headquarters in Europe, 
because of its favorable location as a center of distribution. Having thus 
determined upon the ports of production and consumption to be pote oa 
into close connection, it was but natural in investigating the transportation 
question to profit by the experience of o‘hers and adopt the tank steamer 
methods of shipments in bulk, now so extensively used. 

As refined cotton seed oil is not impaired by storage or transportation in 
iron tanks, the tank steamer method of shipment presented no objection. 
Cotton seed oil is not inflammable, and the fire risk ia nominal. The econo- 
mies in handliag, cooperags and freight, added to the advantages for trade 
bv getting nearer the consumer with greater facilities for storage and deliv- 
ery, were influences that guided the decision to build, own and operate the 
first tank steamer carrying cotton seed oil in bulk, 

i Rotterdam is the principal market in Europe for artificial butter and food 
oils. 

In the year 1892 it imported 8,356,676 gallons of cotton seed oil, of which 
5,973,766 gailons were from thia oa 

By the cheap freight facilities on the Rhine, Germany and other consum- 
ing countries of interior Europe are favorably reached through the port of 
Rotterdam This portis of growing importance. Its tonnag? imports are 
more than 40 per cent. of the entire Netherlands, Its harbor improvements 
are upon & generous scale, Its depth of water, length of docks, warehouses 
and facilities for direct transhipment by canal, river and rail make it a hos- 
pitable haven for foreign trade. 

Its citizens cultivate commercial relations with foreigners. 

The laws of the kingdom are liberal and protective for foreiga business 
entarprisee, thus inducing capital and shipping interests to establish rela- 
tions with its people. 

It was therefore decided to establish European offices at Rotterdam, A 
plot of iand comprising 64,556 square feet, situated on the left bank of the 
river Maas, at the Rynhaven, with about 425 feet of river front, has been 
purchased from the city, which is constructing thereon two piers, each 65 
feet long and 30 and 20 feet wide respectively, and all at the expense of the 
city excepting one third of the cost of the wider pier which is to be paid for 
by this Company. The state railway line bounds one side of tbe property. 
A spur track wil! be laid through the property. A series of tanks are now 
being erected for the storage of oil. ‘There are also under construction a 
warehouse tor the storage and handling of cake and meal, a co0perage shop, 
and the necessary engine and pump buildings. The city hasagreed to main- 
tain the present depth of water in front of this property, thereby permitting 
the tank steamer to lie along side of the piers for receipt and delivery of her 
cargo. Tank cars aud tank ilghters will be used for the delivery of oil to 
customers, who have already, in anticipation of the inauguration of this sys- 
tem, prepared their storage tanks for the reception of the oilin bulk. 

The steamer “ACO” ia now under construction at the Inch Works, Port 
Glasgow, S.otland, and is expected to be ready for her first voyage to New 
Orleans some timein February next. Proposals for her construction were 
received from the leading English and American buiiders. The diffarence 
in prices based upon the game plans and specifications was so great as to ne- 
ceasitute the award of the contract {o English parties, notwithstanding the 
advantaces and prejudices in fuvor of American ¢ »nstruction, 

The “ACO” is a spar deck, steel, screw, tauk steamer of 23 feet 4 inches 
mean draft when fully laden, and designed to carry a varying cargo of 4,200 
tons of oil or cake and meal in compartments. The engines are of the triple 
compound, direct acting, surface condensiug type, of not less than 2,300 indi- 
cated horse power, aud are located aft. The specifications require the high- 
est classification at Lloyd’s, the Bureau Veritas and by the Holland Survey- 
ors. The pumping facilities will permit the receipt or discharge of the en- 
tire cargo of oil in less than forty eight hours. The appliances for safety, 
— and facility of operation are of the latest and most approved 

esigns. 

The ‘‘ACO” will be sailed under the Netherlands flag and a Rotterdam 
master. It is proposed to organize the Holland-American O>tton Oil Com- 
pany under the laws of the Netherlands. The dock property in Rotterdam 
and the steamship “*ACO”’ complete will be transferred at cost to the Hol- 
land Company, the share capital of which, amounting to $1,260,000 florins, 
wil! be subscribed and paid for at par by this company. About $100,000 
(250,000 florins) have already been paid on this account, 

INSURANCE,

Av expert fire inspector, who is also a practical mechanical engineer, 
travels continuously, visiting all the properties, instructing the Managers 
and their subordinates ia the care and use of their fire apparatus and electric 
lights, organizing fire corps under experienced chiefs, supervising their drill 
and enforcing their regulations, inspecting the boilers aud introducing pro- 
tective rules to guard against accidents to the employes, thus continually 
improving our fire risks and permitting the writing of this insurance in the | 
strongest and most conservative companies and at the lowest rates for a| 
similar business.

Having described the method of oil 
boiling by fire we now come to the 
steam boiling process which isin use 
in many parts of the United States. 
Oil bulied by fire in conjunction with 
lead salts is detrimental to good 
work when missed with zinc white. 
It is only in part to this fact that the 
idea of boiling by steam was first 
formulated shortly after the introduc- 
tion of the latter as a pigment. How- 
ever, the desire to avoid the odors 
when oil is boiling (the effective 
methods which have been described 
for the destruction of these vapora 
and odors were unknownat the period 
of the introduction of the steam boil- 
ing system), has doubtless played an 
important partinthe new departure. 
Sufficient heat can be imparted to the 
oil by this process to drive off the hy- 
drogenous conditions present, and, 
by its prolongation. with the addition 
of suitable driers, drying and harden- 
ing qualities are superinduced. 

There are decided advantages in 
using steam as a means of boiling oil, 
the risk of fire is reduced aad the oil 
isin accordance with the nature of the 
drier used, much lighter in color. 
Colorless driers, such as acetate of 
lead in solution being largely used 
aud in proportion tv the color and 
geieral qualities required. For very 
many purposes an oll boiled by steam 
is equally us good as that boiled by 
tire. while for special wurk its proper- 
ties with regard to ligtt color, ete., 
are indespensable, the latter feature 
being, as is well known, entir ity for- 
eign to the fire boiled oil.

| run to the furnaces or chimney as de- 
scribed, and as before describe : when 
treating on the fire boiled system. By 
| this mean the odors and vapors are 
similarly removed. 
| Through the jacketted bottom, a 
pipe is laid and extended across 
the entire bottom of the kettle. 

By means of this pipe, which is 
thickly perforated with small holes, 
finely divided currents of air are 
forced into the oil. This has a tend- 
ency in conjunction with the drier 
used, to oxidize and impart a body to 
the oil as well as keeping the mass 
in constant commotion in co-opera 
tion with theheat. In some instances 
circular coils of air piping are ar- 
ranged uround the bottom of the 
kettle. A blowing engine supplies 
and forces the air through, during the 
entire process. The heat applied 
varies from 35 to 49 pounds steam 
pressure per square iuch on the kettle. 
In some instances the oil before being 
pumped into the treating kettle is 
heated preliminarily by means of a 
steam coil and up to 200 or 210 cubic 
feet. This preliminary heating great- 
ly facilitates the boiling. The yacket- 
ted portion is two-tnirds of the size of 
the Kettle. 

By the means described, ample 
facilities are afforded to produce a 
good boiled oil. The quantity of 
driers does not equal in weight that 
which is used by the fire boiling sys- 
tem. Itis frequently added in fluid 
form, and the perfect system of uni- 
form heat and agitation by steam and 
air, procures as thorougk a diffusion 
of oil and drier, as can be achieved, 
bringing the particles into intimate 
contact with each other, and at the 
same time thoroughly oxidizing the 
oil, Prof. Hurst describes the method 
of procuring a drying oil recently 
patented. 

A manganese linoleate is made by 

reparing 4 soap of linseed oil by the 
ollowing process, The manganese 
linoleate is dissolved in twice its 
weight of turpentine and from 2 to6 
volumeg of this solution § are 
added to 100 volumes of linseed 
oil. Insoluble matters are separ.

temperature of 212° F. iv a special ap 
paratus, and a current of air or 
oxygen, passed through the oil until 
it has attained the desired degree of 
thickness ; {or example, aclear, traus- 
pyrent oil of a pale amber color hav 
ing a specific gravity of 0°997 can be 
obtained from a liaseed oil of specific 
gravity 0°937. This thickened oil may 
be used io paintiog, and in the man- 
ufacture of flsor ci th, linvleum and 
simiiar materiats, It must, however, 
bs borne in mind that this especal 





























treatment only refers to oil from East 
India seed. 

Mulder found that when raw oil, 
especially if old was kept for 12 to 18 
hours at a temperature of 100° F. it 
required the property of boiled oil. 

According to C. W. Vincent, a body 
of oil heated so that no air can reach 
it except on the surface, as in a 
jacketted kettle; such oil heated for 
several days became thicker, more 
greasy, and has decidedly less drying 
power, and out of many hundreds of 
Samples taken at various stages of 
heating and boiling, not one dried 
more rapidly than a sample of raw oil 
from which it had been taken. 

Between these conflicting results an 
intermediary course is pursued which 
is productive of a pale boiled oil. The 
application of heatis only permitted 
to a limited extent in conjunction 
with a suitable colorless drier. In 
some instances the light colored fluid 
drier is simply mixed with the oil for 
a short period without the application 
of heat. 

When the operation has terminated 
in the fire boiling system, where it is 
possible the oli should be allowed to 
remain in the pot for at least 48 
hours ‘This gives ample time for 
cooling and precipitation of the footy 
matter, The lunger the period of re- 
pose in the boiling pot the better and 
more thoroughly the suspended im- 
purities will descend in conjunction 
with the fine metallic particles. 

After an oil has been boiled 
whether by the fire or steam process, 
it is not necessary to subject it to fil- 
tration three or four weeks repose in 
the settling tanks prior to shipment 
ment is ali that is necessary.

Almond OU, 


Almond oil is obtained from the 
fruit of the almond tree (Amygdalus 
communis), iadigenous to ersia, 
Syria, Asia Minor, and Algeria, and 
now found growiog generaliy in 
Southern Europe. There are two 
varieties of fruit—the sweet almond 
aod the bitter almond. The latter is 
the principal source of ‘‘almond oil,”’ 
the former being commonly eaten as 
anut. ‘Two kinds of oil are obtained 
from almond nuts: 

1, A fatty or fixed oil. 

2. An essential oil. 

ine latter is obtained from the al- 
monds before the former has been 
expressed. The essential oil contains 
minute quantities of prussic acid. 
We are are at present, however, 
mainly concerned in this article with 
the preparation and properties of the 
fixed oil of almonds. 

PREPARATION. 

Tue fixetl oil is obtained by pres- 
sure. Inthe case of sweet almonds 
the nuts are pressed unpeeled, but

peeled and deprived of their essential 
oil, and then crushed in bags, by 
which means the fixed oil is forced 
out and a residual cake left behind. 
In many cases the expression is car- 
ried at a comparatively high tempera- 
ture, resulting in a bigger yield of oil. 
The yield varies from one and @ uar- 
ter pounds to two pounds from five 

ounds of almonds. The best qual- 
ty oil is said to be obtained from the 
almond trees of the island of Ma- 
jorca, though the industry is 
extensively carried on inSpain, Italy, 
and Southern France. 


GENERAL PROPERTIES, 


Almond oil is transpurent and of a 
pale yellowcolor. It is very mobile 
for an oil, running very freely over 
surfaces, It is odorless, but possesses 
an agreeable flavor. Its sp. gr. 
ranges between 914-920 at 15° C. o 
being cooled to 20° 26°O. it solidifies, 
It is readily soluble in ether or alco 
hol, requiring of the latter body 25 
parts in the cold and 6 parts_hot to 
effect complete solution. It soon 
turns rancid on exposure to the air. 


COMPOSITION. 


Almond oil conaists chiefly of trio 
lein and tri paimitin, together with 
the homologues of the latter. Some 
authorities say that chlorestine, a pe 
culiar body found in bile, is present 
in almond oil, ‘Trioplein is prezent 
in the larger proportion, amounting 
to nearly 75 per cent. of the oil. 


REACTIONS, 


Bromine Absorption.—Bitter, 26°3. 

Temperature rise on addition of 
sulphuric acid, 50° C. 

Saponification equivalent.—285 296, 
requiring from 19°47 to 19°61 per cent. 
of caustic potash (KHO) to complete 
saponification. 

igaidin Reaction.—Dissolve 1 c.c. 
of mercury in 12 c.c, of cold nitric 
acid, sp. gr. 1-42. Add 2 c.c. of the 
solution to 50 c.c, of oil in a wide- 
necked stoppered bottle, and shake 
vigorously every ten minutes for two 
hours, keeping the temperature fairly 
regular, Almond oil gives a solid 
hard mass. ;

ADULTERATION,. 


Almond oil is frequently adulterat- 
ed with ponpy oil, rape oil. sesame 
oil, peach oil, and apricot oil. Taking 
the above tests and reactions the 
following may be noted:

5. Color Reaction (b2).—Any gen- 
eral red or brown coloration indi- 
cated adulteration. Brownish tints 
indicate peach or apricot. A dark 
grees zone with a pinkish coloration 
n oil shows presence of poppy oil. 

6. Color Reaction (d).—If the mix. 
ture turns red or brown suspect prea 
ence of cottonseed, sesame, or earth- 
nut oil, If the solidification is retard- 
ed or not complete. suspect the pres 
ence of a drying oil 

7. Color Reaction (e).—A purple 
brown color indicates presence of 
peach oil, and a dark brown apricot 
oil. The specific gravity should be 
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taken before the chemical tests are 
proceeded with. A high sp. gr. indi- 
cates the presence of such an oil as 
poppy, sesame, cottonseed, or peach.

Casein Colers.

While the casein preparations are 
widely known in Europe, they are 
hardly used in the United States, al- 
though for some purposes as fresco 


painting. gilding and others they are 
of great value. It is an old fashion 
to mix blood or curd with mortar to 
harden it, and thereby to form the in- 
soluble compound of lime and casein. 
Casein or curd can be dissolved by al- 
kalies or caustic alkaline earths and 
ifthe alkaline solutions are allowed 
to settle a neariy colorless liquid is 
obtained, generally with a thin layer 
of fat on the top according to the 
amount of butter not previously sep- 
arated. If these solutions are allowed 
to evaporate, a hard substance is ob- 
tained, which, like some other organ: 
ic compounds, is insoluble in water. 
Some years ago it was used in the man- 
ufacture of imitation tortoiseshell 
ornaments, coral, etc. If the solution 
is made properly it will take the place 
of isinglassand white glue for some 
purposes and especially for fresco 
painting or crayons it is even superi 
or; The strength shonld be about 7° 
B, and it should contain about 2 lbs. 
dry substances in a gallon. Fora 
long while Iusedit to take the place 
of the glue solution in the so called 
eady mixed paints by adding a 
quantity of sugar of lead, lime water 
and borax and it answered very well 
for it, but nearly all these secret mix- 
tures have to be used in small quan- 
tities and only work with the addition 
of soap to accelerate the combination 
with linseed oil, but itis only acom- 
bination, not a chemical reaction; so 
the casein solution would only have 
the adv*ntage of cheapness, certainly 
a main point. but not enough. Near- 
ly allthezse mixtures when used with 
liaseed oil will form an emulsion and 
will saponify a part of the oil, but it 
is very seldon that a thorough de- 
composition takes place~after some 
time the oil will separate again. 
About other ways to use the casein I 
shall not speak here, but only men- 
tion the best way, not only to make 
the casein solution, but at the same 
time to gain a lead compound nearl 
equal in covering power to white lead. 
The reaction between chloride of 80 
dium and oxide of lead is well known, 
abasic chioride of lead is formed 
with causticsoda. It is made by stir- 
ring the litharge in a cold solution of 
salt (7 litharge tol salt) and letting 
it stand for some time. only stirring 
up once ina while. The mass com- 
mences to swell, turns white and

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potash, even chloride of calcium or 
chloride barium can be used. and 
give the latter more body, but chlor- 
de of sodium is so far the most handy 
and the cheapest. The caustic soda 
or potash formed is now ready to dis- 
solve the casein, what can be accel- 
erated by putting the whole mass 
in a mixer, and in a short time we 
have a tolerably thick liquid, wherein 
the flakes of basic chloride of lead 
are suspended. It is not necessary to 
use a mill, but it might be run 
through a 100 sieve to hold back an 
lumps that might have been formed. 
While in this stateit can be used for 
some purposes, especially where a 
fire proof coat is wanted. but to make 
a good ready mixed paint linseed oil 
has to be added, quantity varies of 
course with the price, more than 50% 
is hardly necessary. The emulsion 
and saponification is almost instanta- 
neous; it thickens, and with the aid 
of another additional body the color 
can be kept in suspension for any 
length of time. 

The advantage of working this way 
is obvious; the whole process is done 
in the cold way, no expensive ma- 
chinery is needed, all the compounds 
formed are valuable, are all used, and 
as it is not only a vehicle for dry col- 
ors, but pulp colors can be mixed 
with it—thereby it is possible to reach 
a degree of fineness in the mixed 
paint not obtainable by dry colors 
previously ground in the mill. For 
the same reason all organic dyes sol- 
uble in water can be mixed with it; 
and as it gives an elastic, smooth 
surface without ‘throwing up the 
grain ’’ and dries very fast, it is « su- 
perior article for filling and staining. 
But certainly the best way to over- 
come any objections against casein 
colors is to try them.

A Bill of Lading. 


The following rules of affreight- 
ment which have been under discus 
sion for some time under the auspices 
of the Association for the Reform and 
Codification of the Laws of Nations, 
were adopted by unanimous agree- 
ment between the underwriters, ship- 
owners and merchants assembled at 
aconference held in London, Eng- 
land, Oct. 12 and 13: 

1. The shipowner shall not be re- 
sponsible for loss or damage arising 
from the acts of God, perils of the 
seas, or other navigable waters, bar- 
ratry of the master of the crew, ene- 
mies, pirates, civil commotions, rob- 
bers, thieves, arrest or restraint of 
princes, rulers, or people, riots, strikes 
or stoppage of labor, capture or seiz- 
ure or arrest under civil process; nor 
from fire on board, in hulk orcraft or 
‘on shore, collisions, strandings, ex- 
plosions, break down of machinery or 
tackle, or other accidents atsea, in 
other navigable waters, or in port, 
even when occasioned by negligence, 
default orerrorin judgment of the 
pilot, master, crew or other servants,

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The Phosphate Industry. 


As long ago as December, 1890, the 
Commissioner of Labor was directed 
by resolution of the Senate to ex- 
amine and report the extent of the 
phosphate industry in the United 
States. the number of laborers em- 
ployed, and the opportunities for the 
employment of labor in the future 
developmeht of the phosphate de- 
posits, Obstaclesin the way of se- 
curing full information have resulted 
in many delays in complying with 
this resolution ofthe Senate. When 
the resolution was adopted the phos- 
phate industry had not been de- 
veloped to such an extent in the state 
of Fiorida as to warrant very com- 
plete statistical information, though 
in South Carolina the industry had 
become settled and the conditions 
wellknown. The first attempts to 
collect data in relation to the indus- 
try were not particularly satisfac- 
tory. The delay, however, has re 
sulted in far more complete infor- 
mation than could have been secured 
at an earlier date than that of the re 
— which practically brings the 
acts relating to the industry down to 
the first day of January of the present 
year, 


The period taken for the investiga- 
tion has been the last obtainable com- 
plete fiscal year of each mine investi- 
gated. The years have not always 
been contemporaneous in all the 
mines, but only one year’s production 
or the facts for one year have been 
stated in the report, The tables given 
comprehend for the state of Florida 
88 land mines and 18 _ river 
mines, or 106 mines for the 
state; for the state of North Car- 
olina 1 land mine, and for the state of 
South Oarolina 23 land mines and 7 
river mines, or a total of 30 for the 
state, the whole number of mines con- 
sidered being 1387, It appears that 
the total amount of phosphate mined 
by the 137 mines considered was1,231,- 
703 tons of 2,240 pounds, having a 
value at the mine of $7,153,141. These 
results may be compared with the 
statistics collated by the United 
States Census Office, whose prelimin- 
ary totals for the phosphate industry 
of the country show for 1890 aproduc- 
tion of 1,225,062 tons of acid phosphate 
and mineral phosphate fertilizers, 
valued at $22,308,478; 274,644 tons of 
fertilizers from raw bone, valued at 
$6,616,825, and $18,846 tons of other 
fertilizers, valued at $5,118,164, or a 
total of all classes of fertilizers of 
1,818,652 tons, valued at $34,038,452. 
Of the total production 1,033,409 tons 
were shipped from the mines. 

In Florida there are 179,848 acres 
controlled for mining purposes, in 
North Carolina 2,500, and in South 


Carolina 69,790, or a total of 262,138 


acres, The miles of river controlled 
for mining purposes are 163% miles 
in fifteen mines in Florida, three 
mines not reporting; in South Caro- 
seven miles in one mine, 











six mines not reporting, or a total of 
170% miles in sixteen mines, nine 
mines not reporting. The total capi. 
tal invested in plant in Florida is 
$2,140,582, and in land $11 346,067, 
The capital invested in plantin North 
Carolina is $2,000, and in land $100,- 
000. The plant in South Oarolina is 


| worth $2,563,200 and the land $2,920,- 


000. The total capital invested in 
plant is $4,705,782, and in land $14,- 
$66,067, or a total of $19,071,849 invest- 
ed in the phosphate mining of the 
country. Itisto be remarked, how- 
ever, that the facts in relation to 
plant are not given for five mines, 
and the facts in relation to land are 
not given for sixteen mines, 

The average number of employes 
engaged in the production of phos- 
phate was 9,176, These figures do 
not, however, take account of all the 
labor in one mineand the skilled labor 
in two mines, for whicn this informa- 
tion is not reported. ‘The total ex- 

enditure for labor was $881,711 in 
Florida, $1,215 in North Oarolina and 
$1,590,689 in South Carolina, or $2,- 
473,616 for the three states combined. 
The average earnings of employes 
engaged in production in the land 
mines of Florida were $211 and in the 
river mines $347 per annum; in the 
land mines of South Carolina $287 
and inthe river miues of that state 
$378; in North Carolina $68 per annum 
on the average. The average in Flor. 
ida for both land and river mines was 
$225 and in South Oarolina $303, or 
for the whole industry $270 per year. 

As to the cost of production, it ap- 
pears that the average cost per ton is 
$2 654 in Florida, or if to the expenses 
of labor, officials and clerks, supplies, 
repairs and taxes there be added the 
cost of insurance, interest, deprecia- 
tion of value of plant, royalty to owner 
of the soil and transportation to place 
of free delivery,the total cost per ton is 
brought upto $5°619. In South Oaro- 
lina the cost for the first-mentioned 
items is $3 497 on the average, or if 
the second class of elements be added 
the cost is brought up to $4°34. The 
difference is owing to ths fact that 
the cost of laborin mining in, South 
Carolina is greater than in Florida, 
while, on the other hand, the cost of 
transportation is less, the South Car- 
olina mines being more accessible 
than those in Florida, The cost of 
production for land mines in Florida 
is $1 954 for the first-mentioned ele- 
ments of cost and $4°778 for the whole, 
In South Carolina the total cost is 
$2'601, the differenoe in cost being 
caused by the difference in conditions 
of transportation, The elements 
showing the greatest variation are 
those of labor cost in mining phos- 
phate and in transportation, The 
widest differences are shown in the 
Florida land mines as compared with 
the South Carolina land mines, owilg 
to the fact thatin Florida the coul- 
try is undulating, the depths at which 
the phosphate is found varying 80

The 100 bags 
sold in October to arrive have come to 
hand and have passed into consump- 
tion. This sale was done on the basis 
of 14@14\%c. Inferior qualities are 
being offered at lower values, but do 
not command apy attention. 

Prussiaie of Potash. — Moderate 
quantities represent the movement to 
consumption, for which in all cases 
mapufacturers are realizing full 
prices.

greatly as to make it impossible to es 
tablish even an approximately uni- 
form cost per ton, while in South 
Carolina the phosphate mines aro lo- 
cated on cemparatively flat lands, 
= — being more even in 
epth, 

Commissioner Wright has made an 
effort to secure statistics of the ship- 
meuts of phosphate from the two 
principal sources of supply, and with 
success. He givezin table statistics 
taken from original sources showing 
ing the shipments «f South Carolina 
ao rom 1867 to 1892, inclusive, 

oth to domes‘ic and to fvr- 
eign markets, and the shinments 
of Florida phosphate from the 
year 1888 to 1892 inclusive. The 
total consumption of South Oarolina 
phosphate appears to have grown 
from 6 tons of 2,240 pounds in 1867 to 
648.396 tons in 1892. The domestic 
oonsumption in the latter year 
amounted to 423,942 tons, of which 
181,000 tons were manufactured at 
home. The shipments cf Florida 
phosphates increased from 813 tons in 
1888 to 364327 tons in 1892. The 
growth of the industry in Florida was 
remarkable, the shipments increasing 
from 813 tons in 1888 to 3,780 tons in 
1889, to 62,281 tons in 1890, and to181,- 
316% tonsin 1891, which figure was 
almost doubled in the following year. 
The most reliable data obtainable, ac 
cording to Oommissioner Wright, 
shows the total consumption of min- 
eral phosphate in the world for the 

ear 1891 to have been 1.587,133% tons. 

f this total the United States furnish- 
ed 767,133% tons, or 47°70 per cent. of 
the whole, while France, which next 
to the United States, is the largest 
producer, furnished 460,000 tons, or 
26 20 per cent. of the whole. 

The report contains, among other 
statistics, a table showing the annual 
consumption of commercial fertilizers 
in various states from 1875 to 1892. 
Georgia leads ali the other states in 
the consumption of phosphates. Vir 
ginia and Pennsylvania, which prior 
to 1892 were not large consumers of 
phosphates, occupied second and 
third positions in that year respec- 
tively. A comparison of the figures 
given shows that the increase in the 
use of fertilizers has been common to 
the south, east and west, phosphates 
being in demand for the cotton crop 











crop of the south, for the fruit and 
vegetable crop of the east, and forthe 
grain crop of the west. Although 
Georgia l!ed in the consumption 
of phosphates in 1892, the figures 
for that yearshow a sharp decline as 
compared with those for 1891. This 
decline is accounted for by the reduc- 
tion in the cotton crop, planters using 
less phosphate when wishing to re- 
duce their crop,even when cultivating 
the same acreage, For similar rea- 
sons reductions are noticed in the 
figures for the consumption of phos 
hates in the states of North Caro- 
fies, South Carclina and Alabama, 
while Florida, owlng to its fruit-rais- 
ing necessities, increased its con- 
sumption. 

The total shipments of phosphates 
for the year 1892 from the four states 
of South Carolina, Florida, North 
Carolina a d Georgia amounted to 
9::'3,828 tons of 2.240 pounds, valued at 
$5,284,234 61. Of that total domestiv 
consumers took 629,200 tons. This 
converted into acid phosphate (in 
rouud numbers it would be equiva- 
lent to two for one) would produce 
1,068,400 tons of superphosphate, 
which at $10.50 a ton, would give a 
total value of $11,113,200, which, the 
commissioner says, must be con- 
siderated asthe commercial value of 
the modero product of phosphate. 
faking account of the potasn and 
soda products, crude sulphur, pvri- 
tes, bones and other fertilizers im- 
ported from foreign countries and 
which enter largely into the composi- 
tion of manufactured fertilizers, Com- 
missioner Wright estimates that the 
production of commercial fetilizers 
fur 1892 cannot fall far short of 1,750,- 
oud tons of 2.240 pounds, aud that 
these fertilizers deilvered to the con- 
sumer at hie nearest station cost 
from $15 to $65 per ton, averaging 
about $30, would make a total costof 
ubout $52.500,0u for the commercial 
fertilizers which entered into con- 
sumption in the United States in 
1892, 

One of the incidents of the phos- 
phate industry in South Caro- 
lina is the payment of royal 
ties to the state in accordance 
with the quantity of phosphate mined. 
Theee royalties have grown from $1,989 
in 1870 to $184,502 in the year 1892. 
The total paymynts of royalties for 
the twenty-three years from 1870 to 
1892, inclusive, amounted to $2,805,- 
971, so that the state treasury has 
gained immensely through the dis- 
covery of phosphates and the working 
of the mines.
